Messrs. Epnirrors—A subscriber requests 
your insertion, in your paper, of Ahe follow- 
ing extract from an address delivered at the 
University of Glasgow, which is entitled to 
general attention on account of the importance 


of the topics. ‘This discourse of Mr. Broug- 


ham was pronounced on his election as Lord 
Rector of the University of Glasgow. His 
competitor for that office was Sir Walter 
Scott. 


“Assuming the improvement of his own 
mind to be the end of every man’s existence, 
who is removed above the daily care of pro- 
| viding for his own sustenance, and a duty, as 
far as immediate wants leave him time uném- 
ployed, your attention is directed to the 
means by which it may be accomplished ; 
but in the limited time of this discourse, these 
can occupy only a small portion of our consid 
eration. There are two subjects on which | 
would make a few observations connected 
with the study of the rhetorical art, by which 
useful truths are promulgated with effect, and 
also with the purposes to which the practice 
of this art should be subservient. If now, 
from contemplating the means, we turn to 
the noble purposes cf eloquence, we find that 
| the greatest masters of the art have concurred 
this point, and pronounced one opinion on } 
the use of the study. Let their sentiments be | 
engraven on our memory. It is not the dic- 
ion of the Orator, nor the music of his voice, 
nut his devoted 
| mankind, that determines the character of 
his mind. It is the best praise of the art, that | 
it points out how truth may be most wicdel;

| but in teaching some grand lesson to men.— 
| To me, calmly revolving these things, such 
| pursuits seem more noble than any whichthe 
herd of base men lavish prodigally. ‘To com- 
|} municate usefel information—to further in- 
| tellectual refinement—to hasten the coming 


of that bright day, when the dawn of general 
knowlcdge shall chase away the lazy mists, 
even from the great social pyramid. This is 
a high station to which man may be raised, 
and in which the most splendid talents may 
well press onward to bear a part. I know that 
1 speak in a place consecrated, by the pious 
wisdom of ancient times, to the instruction of 
youth; yet from this classic ground have gone 
forth, those, who by their genius, not by their 
ancestry, have been ennobled; and whose il- 
lustrious example has made the humblest 
emulous to climb the arduous stceps, and en- 
ter these gates that are illumined with the 
sun. ‘To the cultivation of the most impor- 
tant sciences, men of talents are pressing’ on 
from every part of the empire. But 1} wish 
the same course to be pursued by men of 
high station and weight, and by men of the 
highest rank. Our object should be to extend 
the bounds of science, by the discovery of 
new truths, or by new modes of application. 
Thus the number of scientific men will be 
increased, and more Watts and Franklins will 
arise, and appear among these working clas- 
ses to whicis Watt and Franklin once be- 
longed. ‘The inventors of new arts will be 
seen more numerous, and the material differ- 
ence will be, that the mass of the ignorant 
| multitude being diminished, the body of the 
former will be increased. [t surely can never 
be supposed, that persons eminent for sci- 
ence and knowledge, could be jealous of its 
| general diffusion ; tor the extension of know- | 
| ledge to the mass of the people, could only 
augment the number of their admirers. ‘To 
those who feel alarm as statesmen, and friends 
of social order, I would address a few words. 
‘The cultivation of science has never really 
promoted turbulence or unbelief; but iu pro- 
gress is the forerunner of liberality and en- 
lightened toleration. He who dreads the 
light of truth, cannot resist its power. For he 
may be well assured, that the day is at length 
come, which must put to flight the evil spirits | 
of tyranny and persecution. As men will no 
| longer suffer themselves to be led into dark- 
ness, so will they not yield to the evil princi- 
| ple of judging their fellow men, not accord- 
| ing to the merits of their actions, but the ar- 
ticles of their creed The great truth has 
gone forth into all the bounds of the earth, | 
that men shall render an account no more to | 
man for his belief. Henceforth nothing shall 
prevail on us to praise or blame a man for 
that which he can no more change, than he 
can the height of his statue. Treating with 
respect those who differ from us, the only 
practical effect of the difference will be, to 
cause us to enlighten the ignorance from 
which it springs, by teaching them if they 
are wrong, by improving ourselves if we are 
right, that the only kind of contest may be to 
produce the agreement proceeding from full 
conviction after the fairest discussion. ‘Then 
every fear for the universal spread of know- 
ledge will be removed, and truth and virtue 
will watch over the peace of the country ; the 
sure effect will be the removal of the only 
danger that threatens public tranquility, and 
the confirmation of the liberties of our native 
land. For those tyrants who have shed the 
blood of mankind to extend their empire, and 
who hate the light of knowledge, let them 
tremble. I will then indulge the hope that, 
among the illustrious youth who adorn this 
ancient college, famed for its useful learning, 
there may be found some one willing to give 
a bright example to his nation, by taking the 
lead of his fellows—not in frivolous. amuse- 
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ject of satire and reproach, it is by no means

Among all the degrading passions to whuch 
mankind are subject, there is perhaps none 
more contemptible, or more mischievous in 
its effects upon society, than avarice; and 
yet, though mankind have always appeared 
conscious of its baleful influence, they donot 
appear to be alikc*aware of its remote Cause, 
but have only seep and noticed it in the form 
in which is concentrated every thing that ts 
mean, absurd, and detestable—to have named 
it properly only when they have seen it per- 
sonitied by a monster, whom it would be ho- 
nouring too much tu term a man. A monster, 
deaf to the cries aud lamentations of distress 
und misery, who is insensible to the calls of 
pity, or the dictates of affection; whose 
brains are of no further use to him than for | 
planning means of accumulating vile dross, 
which will never benefit himself nor society, 
and whose heart is insensible to every other 
feelingjthan a money-getting avidity. A poor, 
wan, emaciated, squalid, diseased wretch, 
who possesses the means of alleviating his | 
misery, but is cursed with a disposition too | 
sordid to permit their use or application. 

But though this character may appear the 
most vile and despicable that can be imagin- 
ed, and is considered by all men as a fair ob- 





the most atrocious or guilty form in which | 
avarice presents itself; for its very aspect is 
so devoid of disguise, its deformity so obvious 
to every eye, that it appezrs rather as a bea- 
con to warn mankind against the love of mo- 
ney, than to excite it. Avarice is dangerous 
ouly in a far different and more common | 
form; for few, independent of those who are |

it their duty to contemn its votaries, if their 
behaviour is courteous, their coat good, their 
equipage decent, or their purse heavy: in | 
fact, there appears no art so flimsy us to be 
incapable of disguising from us this degrad- | 
ing passion; for, though a lamentable stigma | 
upon the human cliaracter, it is yet true, that | 
the man who wrongs his neighbour, disre- | 
gards the claims of justice and right princi- 
ple, oppresses the orphan and the helpless, | 
starves his household, and considers every 
method of amassing wealth laudable, though 
he cannot be respected, yet escapes con- | 
tumely. 
Mankind, too generally culpable, treafava- 
rice with extreme lenity, when they find it in 
possession of its object and elated by | 
yet nothing surely can be more ruinous to 
youth, than such conduct, or any thing (save 
the vice itself) more criminal in parents, than 
by mild phrases to gloss over such cnormi- 
ties——to stvle a knave. a har. a hypocrite, and 
a wretch devoid of feeling or of principle, a | 
smart or a good sort of aman, &c. Amoment’s | 
reflection will convince them, that by so do- 
ing, they lessen the attachment of their chil- 
dren to vistue, obviate the natural horror 
of vice, and place before them a picture of | 
wealth gained by villainy, enjoyed without | 
appearance of compunction, and treated with | 
respect. They must then be conscious, that | 
they are exciting an immoderate desire fer | 
riches, and becoming the great and princi- | 
pal, though remute cause, of this immoral | 
and ignoble vice, PHILOCLES.

Tuleration of the Early Setilers of Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. 

It is acuriou. fact, and one which reflects 
the greatest credit on these early colonists, 
that fifteen years after they first landed, the 
general assembly of the people passed an act, 
entitled 4n Aet concerning Religion, in which 
the great principles of religious toleration and 
liberty are recognised in their fullest latitude. 
The following is an extract from the act it- 
self. 

‘Whereas the enforcing of the conscience 
in matters of religion hath frequently fallen 
out to be of dangerous consequence in those 
commonwealths where it hath been practised, 
and for the more quict and peaceable govern- 
ment of this province, and the better to pre- 
serve mutual love and unity among the inhabi- 
tants, no person or persons whatsoever, with- 
in this province, or the islands, ports, har- 
bors, creeks, or havens thereunto belonging, 
professing to believe in Jesus Christ, shall 
trom henceforth be any ways troubled, mo- 
lested, or discountenanced, fer, or in respect 
of, his or her religion, nor in the free exercise 
thereof, within this province, or the Islands 
thereunto belonging, nor any way compelled 
to the belief or exercise of any religion against 
his or her consent, so that they be not unfaith- 
ful to the lord proprietary, or molest or con- 
spire against the civil government establish- 
ed, or to be established in this province un- 
der him or his heirs.’ Bacon’s Laws, 1649, 
chap. 1. 

This law was passed by an assembly com- 
posed entirely of Roman Catholics, and is the 
inore remarkable, as being the first Legislative 
act, it is believed, which 1s recorded to have 
been passed by any government in favor of 
unlimited toleration. Penn’s memorable law 
to this effecg, for the regulation of his colony, 
was not made till more than thirty years after- 
wards, that is, 1682. There is a remarkable 
coincidence in the spirit of the two, as willbe 
seen by the following clause in Penn’s law, 
which declares—‘that &@ll persons living in 
the province, who confess and acknowledge 
the one Almighty and Eternal God to be the 
creator, upbolder, and ruler of the warld, and 
hold themselves obliged in conscience to live 
peaceably and justly in civil society, shall in 
nowise be molested for their religious persua- 
siou, or practice, in matters of faith and wor- 
ship.’ ‘This law, it must be remembered, was 
the result of the enlightened views and be- 
nevolence of a single individual, while that of

sembly of the people.

sons have perished by accidental drowning in 
the waters of the lake—and never, in a single 
instance, has one of them been known to rise 
again to the surface. Many very ingemous 
theories have been imagined to account for 
this phenomenon--as for instance, that at the 
bottom of the lake, where rise innumerable 
springs, the currents, eddies, and bubbling of 
the water, keep the sand in constant motion, 
which in settling covers over the bodies, and 
prevents them from rising. This may or may 
not be one cause—but that the lake is sup- 
plied from countless springs, no one, we think, 
vill pretend to deny. 

The reason which philosophy gives, how- 
ever, is very different from this, and is unques- 
tionably the correct one. Bodies rise from 
the generation of many gases, in the first stages 
The generation of these 


to a degree which renders it specifically light- 
er than the same bulk of water. And it is an 
unalterable law of hydrostatics, that all bodies 
siirk or swim, as their weight is specially 
greater or less, than the same bulk of water. 
The coldness of the water, at the bottom of the 
lake, retards the decomposition, prevents the 
generation of these gases in sufficient quanti- 
ties, to increase the size of the body, or ren- 
der it specifically lighter than the same bulk 
of water—and it therefore remains at the bot- 
tom. 
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FILIAL APFECTION.

Ah*® 
thought Henry Moreland, as he stood upon 
the deck of that ship, and, leaning upon the 
railing of the quarter deck, looked with long- 
ing eyes in a homeward direction—how frail 
indeed, and how passing strange is man—ab- 
sorbed continually in cares and anxiety, ven- 
turing his happinessand health, nay! his very 
life in the search of some future good, which 
continually eludes his grasp. This bappened 
to be a theme on which, if on any, he could 
expatiate freely and feelingly, supplying 
thoughts and reflections, drawn in profusion 
from his own experience; for having been, 
at an early age, with his widowed mother, 
thrown on the worlc, * deprived of every stay 
save innocence and heaven,” and compelled 
to rely on his own individual exertions, for 
the sustenance of himself, and her, to whom 
he felt now doubly bound by the indissoluble 
ties of gratitude and affection, and the silent 
but bitter waste which the chastening hand of 
affliction had created—he was early initiated 
in the school of trial and frequent adversity. 
It was during this period, that an advantageous 
offer presented itself of embarking for India. 
But should he acgept it? Could he consent to 
offer such violence to his feelings—he was 
young, ambitious, and full of hopes, and the 
golden anticipations which the mind of youth 
is ever so fertile in creating, where crowding 
his imagination, and beckoning him onwards— 
but there was his mother, the dear, the belov- 
ed parent, in the sunshine of whose love he 
had found strength and consolation—on whose 
fond bosom, in the helpless days of infancy, he 
had been softly pillowed from the cares and 
troubles which awaited his future years, and 
from whose lips he had oft drank in the ac- 
cents of tenderness and love, and listened in 
udmiration to the truths, which, like an angel 
spirit, she had from time to time taken so much 
pains to instil into his mind, and which had had 
so happy an influence in guidins and keeping 
him in the paths of virtue. These were con- 
siderations which pressed upon his mind, and 
seemed for awhile to banish all thoughts of 
leaving her; for he felt, and rejgiced in the 
feeling, that he was bound to that being, by 
ties, the breaking of which would have broken 
his heart. His spirit clung to hers with such 
endearing fondness, and had wound around 
her existence with so strong and close an im- 
pulse, that hfe, he felt, would become a lone- 
some waste without the verdant feelings 
which her presence could ever create, and the 
wide world a blank, gloomy and desolate, 
without the cheering light which her smile 
could ever impart. After, however, strug- 
gling awhile with difficulties, which, the san- 
guine hopes he had permitted himself in the 
first moments of desire to indulge in, had ina 
measure increased, if not created, it was pro- 
posed and arranged, that the pangs of separa- 
tion, however poignant they migit prove, 
should, for what they trusted would prove for 
their mutual advantage, be endured. The 
mother, worn more with experience and afflic- 
tion, than with the ravages of age, beheld her 
Henry, rising into manhood, possessed with 
talents of the finest order—a heart open to 
evety generous and exalted quality—and with 
sentiments the most just and amiable, but sur- 
rounded with difficulties which bad loir; borne 
him down, and prevented his assuming that 
station to which his worth and superior merits 
entitled him—guided by auch reflections, she 
gave a mother’s reluctant consent, to an ab- 
sence which they both dreaded, but which 
they consoled themselves with believing would 
be soon and :: ippily terminated. But the hour 
of parting approached with heavy footsteps 
—it came upon them with a violence that bore 
down their spirits, and seemed to lay a heavy 
and foreboding weight on life itself. How 
should the fond ivy from its parent stem be 
tora, and both not droop in anguish, not 
hang their weeping heads, and with the effort 
expire. The night came on the morning of 
which they were to be separated. They spent 
it at the house of a relative, with whom she 
was to remain until his return, and together 
they watched the approach of that light which 
might, perhaps, then dawn upon them for the 
last time. ‘The hour of parting was one in- 
deed of pain, but who can describe the anxie- 
ties, the prayers, the hopes, the sad forebod- 
ings, and poignant grief of such a mother, and 
of such a son, in the moment which was about 
to sever them, and perhaps for ever! al- 
though, he inteaded to return in the same 
ship in which he was to sail, and might pro- 
bably be again at home in a few months, yet 
he could hardly feel the consolation he was 





endeavouring to impart to his parent-~and as 
his graceful, manly hung over the chair 
into which she . ; for support, and

his warm lips kissed the tears from her check, 
which trickled down fast and bright, like rich 
pearls falling from the fount of a pure and 
holy affection, he would smother the sigh 


her hand in his, gaze intensely, but in silence 
on her pale countenance, where the moon 
beams through the casement fell, and showed 
such looks as never appeared so dear and so 
lovely before. Oh! with what overpowering 
emoiion his heart swelled, and his f elings 
thrilled, as he gazed there her mild blue 
speaking eye, wet with the dews of grief, her 
fair forehead unwrinkied by age, though pai- 
lid as death, with care.and anxiety, and the 
thoughts which crowded so thickly on his soul, 
in that sad and melancholy hour, all conspired 
to sanctify the scene, and render it almost un- 
earthly. Unconsciously he knelt by her side, 
and uttered a silent prayer that came from his 
inmost soul, and seemed for a moment to at 

ford him new strength ; he arose with a heavy 
burden removed from his bosom, and pressed 
that beloved form to his heart; fora moment 
they stood locked in each other’s embrace, and 
then raising their eyes to that sweet minister 
of night, which looked down upon them and 
smiled, they mutually pointed to the happy 
omen, which seemed at that moment to beam 
with purer brilliance from her home in the 
blue sky, and parted. Jt was on a similar night 
that Henry found himself, after a long absence 
of six years, on the long-wished for coast of 
America, and within a few hours sail of port. 

He had been unfortunately detained during 
this period, by circumstances of a peculiar 
nature ; the ship in which he had set out on 
his voyage from home, after purseing her

wave to the shore. Henry, bereft almust of 
life was struggling on the sand, and so bruised 
and exhausted as scarce to be able to reach a 
place of safety ere the next Wave rolicd its 
mountain foam tothe shore. This was just as 
the day began to dawn; when the sun arose, 
a full view of their desolate situation presented 
itself before them, they cast their eyes around 
in search of the ship, but could only discover 
parts of her hull, which the sea, asit rose and 
fell, «Kernately hid and exposed, while the 
shore wus strewn with casks, cases, and bro- 
ken fragments of the wreck, presenting a 
melancholy picture, which was however lost 
or forgotten in the contemplation of one still 
more distressing. The swoln corses of seve- 
ral of their poor shipmates were found bu- 
ried in the sand or entangled in sea weeds, 
and stretched on the slippery rocks--they 
were gathered together, and the solemn rites 
of sepulchre performed in the best manner 
their situation and enfeebled condition would 
permit—during this season of trial, Henry was 
consoled with the thought that his mother 
would know nothing of the misfortune until 
he should be able to present himself before 
her, and by his own relation and presénce, 
soothe the agony he knew she would otherwise 
have endured, but the generous hope was for 
bidden to be realized. The loss of the ship 
was carried to America, and the report spréad, 
and was believed that all on board had perish- 
ed; this soon reached the ears of Mrs. More- 
land, whose distress may be concvived, but 
never described—it came like the gloom of 
the midnight tempest, over the fuir and beau- 
tiful hopes she had cherished, and laid in dark 
ruin and desolation every desire and feeling 
she had left remaining inherbosom Henry, 
with his companion—one having potas 
perished from privation and futigue—traverse 
the coast, and succeeded in reaching a Portu- 
guese settlement, afier a variety of vicissitudes 
and sufferings, and spending near two years 
among those who could neither feel nor cure 
for him, he found an opportunity-of leaving 
this scene of trial and penury, and went to Bal- 
lasore, an English town on the coast of Cora- 
mandel. Here his talents, and acquaintance 
with business, introduced him into the notice 
of several merchants, who were able and wil- 
ling to render him important services. He 
obtained a lucrative situation, and in the course 
of a few years became wealihy. He had fe- 
peatedly written to his mother, but his letters 
owing to accidents, and his distance from 
America, never reached her, and she long 
mourned over his memory as one whom the 
wavcs of the ocean had buried in their briny 
depths, and that although ** Days, months, and 
ages, might circle away, yet still the vast 
waters aboye him should roll.” He now de- 
termined on returning to America, a Variety of 
circumstances tended to hasten his departure 
—the long absence he had made, his possess- 
ing the means of rendering his future life com- 
fortable and independent, and above ali the 
desire of again beholding and pressing e his 
bosom, that belaved parent on whorl his 
hopes and wishes had all centred through 
every scene of trial and distress, and the 
thought of ministering to her wants—smooth- 
ing the pillow of age, and rendering her hap- 
py, was to him indeed a cordial that had cheer- 
ed him through every danger, and now afford. 
ed him a luxury whioh nothing could surpass. 
But there was a check to the flood of rapture, 
which rushed upon his mind in the indulgence 
of those anticipations, when reflecting how 
brief they all would probably be, and that his 
mother would again be left alone in the world ;

oft had gazed on with pride and admiration— 
the sallow hue of his complexion—his hollow 
cheek, and care worn brow, presented a sad 
contrast to this, and he felt within him that 
which spoke of fapid decay and death, and he 
ed to reach his home, tobehold his mother 
before death should deprive him of that con. 
solation, and lay at her feet the fruit of his 
toil and enterprize.

Extract ofa letter from General La Fayette to a gentle- 
man n this city, dated Louisville, May 12 

“In the night of the 8th and 9th inst. we 
ran foul of a snag, which lay concealed two 
feet under water, and so well infiladed our 
steam boat, that it pierced through our upper 
deck, and sunk the boat in a few minutes.— 
We had time, however, to come out of the 
ladies cabin, before the water had penetrated 
through the partition, and all landed safely 
without any life being lost. The Paragon, 
which was descending the river in the morn- 
ing, Was good enough to take us on board and 
bring us to this place. This accident is not 
imputable to any one ; the conduct of the cap- 
tain of the Mechanic was such as to entitle 
him to the thanks which you will see in the 
St. Louis Gazette. 

You will find in another part of that news- 
paper, an error, which I wish much to be cor- 
rected. It is, that I have only lost my car- 
riage and my hat; the latter was most obliz- 
ingiy replaced by a manutacturerof Louisville 
jut amongst the lost trunks, is that which 
contained all the papers which | had preserv- 
ed during my journey—all my letters to be 
answered—and a number of answers which I 
had prepared during 12 days navigation. This 
loss throws all my correspondence into confu- 
sion—TI have nat saved a single memorandum 
—and as to every thing anterior to the ship- 
wreck, I must rely on the indulgence of my 
friends. : 

“lexpect to be, on the 28th or 29th of this 
month, at Pittsburgh, and arrive at Boston on 
the 16th of June, by the way of Albany. J 
hope to be at New-York on the 4th of July, 
thence goto Washington, taking Philadelphia 
in my way, to take leave of several respected 
friends, and embark for France on the 15th of 
August.” 


| TREMENDOUS WHIRLWIND IN OHIO. 


e 
Newark, Ouro, May 26.—On the 18th inst. 
was experienced at Burlington and its vicini- 


| ty, inthis county, one of the most tremen- 


dous whirlwinds that was ever known. It 
commenced about ten miles west of Burling- 
ton, tearing every thing in its course till ‘it 
reached the above place, which it literally 
swept from the ground. It continued its rava- 
gesin a north-east direction, to the average 
width of little more than a mile through the 
whole extent of the country; where it has 
terminated we have not heard. Several of 
our citizens have Been to the place, and the 
accounts which they give alinost surpass be- 
lief. The inhabitants of Burlington were 
alarmed by a loud rolling wind, and upon 
looking tothe west, they discovered some- 
thing like a dark, black cloud—and as it ap- 
proached, the appearance of trees and limbs, 
fiving and burled in every direction in the 
air, was scen. They flew to their houses, and 
in a few seconds every thing was turned over ; 
they could neitier see nur hear; every house in 
the town was swept to the ground ; log-houses 
were carried away to the very lowest lows, 
and stables and houses hurled in the air— | 
and, what is most astonishing, there were but | 
three persons killed. ‘To witness the scene, 
it would be supposed no person covid have 
escuped—some were taken up and carried off | 
some distance ; others clung to whatever they 
could get hold of, and so violent was thi 
wind, that a boy who ran to shut a door was 
thrown with such tiolence against an opposite 
wall, that his brains were dashed out ; another, 
standing in an orchard, was struck by a small 
limb, and hés head actually cut in two. The 
scene of desolation which it has occasioned 
is most appalling: on farms of two and three 
hundred acres of land there is not a tree left 
standing ; the woods is completely prostrate, 
and almost every animalia the neizhborhvod has 
been destroyed. ‘wo men, happening to be 
out ploaghing at the time when the storm 
came on, were suddenly surprised by the ap- 
pearance of trees flying in the air, acconma- 
nied Rith a heavy noise. At first they could 
not credit their eve-sight ; their cuviositv was 
excited, and they remained looking af it with 
astonishment ; thé main current of the wind, 
passed soine distance from them; it came on 
so rapidly that before they could get near any 
house they were overiaken; the limbs and 
trees commenced falling, and tore up by the 
roots and twisted off every trce around them. 
One of the men was carried to a small prairie 
that was near, and here he continued hang- 
ing to a bush, until at last the bush and he 
both were carried away. He however suc- 
ceeded in fastening to another till the storm 
was over. While in this situation, he repre - 
sents the limbs and bodies of trees striking 
the earth and tearing up the ground for some 
distance in deep furrows, and then again ris- 
ing ; after it was over he went to look for his 
companion.

Another farmer, who 
had just built a large brick house, and had 
his farm in a good state of improvement, hap- 
pened to be a short distance from it when the 
wind came on, he secured himself by hold- 
ing to a stump, and remained in this situation 
until the storm, which lasted two or three 
minutes, was over; when he rose to go to 
his house, every thing was complete desolation 
around him, and he went directly on a con- 
trary direction from that in which his house 


stood, After going over trees and heaps of 
timber, he at last found where his house had 


stuod. It was almost ruined. He supposed his 


wife and family were destroyed, but, upon! 


looking into the cellar, he there found them 
safe. His wife, upon seeing the storm, and 
supposing the house would be blown away, 
ran with her children into the cellar. Several 
from whom we have the above facts, state, that 
remarkably large trees were taken up by the 
roots and carried for some distance.— One 
tree in particular, between three and four 
feet thick, which had been standing near a 
house, was torn up by the roots and carried 
to a distance of almost two hundred yards.— 
A more violent hurricane was never witness- 
ed in any country.

er. My principles have not qnalified me to} 
condemn what is not altogether serious, nor 
am I so frivolous, as not to commend what is 
chaste and moral—indeed your paper is al- 
most the only literary friend that I have with- 
in call, in thisretired part of the world, and 
that gives it a still better welcome. 

Our country is still the seat of infant socie- 
ty, butthe civil is fast gaining ground upon 
the savage life: the line of demarkation is still 
ladvancing westward without retrogade, and I 
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be finely exemplified to a person who would 
be standing on one of our most consficuous 
eminences, and reaching his view over the 
surrounding country—he would behold the 
wilderness giving way at every moment. 
The withering of the vernal leaf, and the 
dead, sombre appearance of the still-standing 
timber, will tell him that the axe had been 
busy at the root. Hundreds of those spots he 
may sec, contrasted with the luxuriant green 
of the forest; each one, perhaps, tenanted by 
a newly located family, which may anticipate 
the next winter’s supply from the labours 
they are now bestowing upon it. Another 
may be seen ina more advanced way of liv- 
ing; time and industry have environed his lit- 
tle cottage with a garden, an orchard, and 
other domestic comforts. He also may behold 
the verdant field, fully subdued from nature ; 
streams running unembarrassed through the 
vale, stately dwellings rising up, and agricul- 
ture well encouraged by a sober and indus- 
trious people,—so itis in the march of intel- 
lectual improvement: the savage nature re- 
tires with the wilderness, the rustic lineaments 
of the mind disappear, one by one, like the 
dead branches from our woody fields, and at 
last refinement succeeds with the fruitful and 
flourishing landscape.
